Chemists  Federation.  —  A  meeting  of 
the  Chemists  Federation  Council  was  held 
on  May  3,  the  vice-president  (Mr.  W.  T. 
Elder)  in  the  chair.  Arrangements  were 
made  for  the  distribution  of  the  revised 
C.F.  code  of  standards  to  all  retail  che- 
mists in  the  British  Isles.  An  application 
by  Parke  Davis  &  Co.  for  the  addition  of 
Bena-Fedrin  to  the  schedule  of  their  C.F. 
agreement  was  approved. 

Atomic  Energy  Conference. — A  confer- 
ence to  discuss  beneficial  uses  of  atomic 
energy,  organised  by  the  Minister  of 
Supply's  Atomic  Energy  Research  Estab- 
lishment and  the  Medical  Research  Coun- 
cil, is  being  held  at  Oxford,  July  16-21. 
The  first  part  of  the  Conference  will  be 
devoted  to  medical  uses  of  isotopes,  etc., 
and  the  latter  part  to  the  uses  of  isotopes 
in  biology,  agriculture  and  industry.  Rep- 
resentatives from  Australia,  Canada,  the 
United  States  and  several  European  states 
are  expected  to  attend. 

Torquay  Tariff  Talks  Results.  —  A 
White  Paper  (Cmd.  8228)  dealing  with 
the  Torquay  Tariff  negotiations,  entitled 
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"  Report  on  the  Torquay  Tariff  Negotia- 
tions," has  been  published  by  H.M.  Sta- 
tionery Office,  price  ninepence.  Copies  of 
the  Tariff  Schedules  annexed  to  the  Pro- 
tocol which  has  been  agreed  at  Torquay 
will  shortly  be  on  sale  at  the  Stationery 
Office.  Reference  copies  will  be  available 
on  May  15  at  regional  offices  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  at  certain  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce and  regional  offices  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  British  Industries  and  of  the 
National  Union  of  Manufacturers.

Glamorgan  N.H.S.  Statistics.  —  The 

total  cost  of  the  National  Health  Service 
in  Glamorgan  for  the  year  ended  March 
31  was  £2,410,514,  of  which  £718,368 
was  for  pharmaceutical  services.  The  num- 
ber of  pharmacies  contracting  was  213, 
drug  stores,  1 2  and  suppliers  of  surgical 
appliances,  13.

Gaelic  Sports. — The  College  of  Phar- 
macy G.  A.  A.  football  team  were  beaten 
by  the  Trinity  College  team  in  a  match  at 
Croke  Park,  Dublin,  recently. 

Rota  System  in  Strahane.  —  Strabane 
chemists,  at  a  meeting  on  May  9,  agreed 
to  institute  a  rota  system  and  to  forward 
proposals  for  approval  to  the  Northern 
Ireland  Health  Services  Board.  An  affili- 
ation with  the  Derry  Chemists'  Association 
was  also  unanimously  approved.  Present 
at  the  meeting  were  Messrs.  S.  E.  Camp- 
bell (a  member  of  the  council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland) 
and  G.  V.  Duffy  (a  member  of  the  local 
pharmaceutical  committee).

Ulster  Hospital  Service.  —  The  Nor- 
thern Ireland  Hospitals  Authority  has 
issued  a  comprehensive  instruction  to  all 
hospital  management  committees  on  the 
subject  of  Dangerous  Drugs,  with  particular 
reference  to  storage,  prescribing,  dispens- 
ing and  administration.  The  attention  of 
committees  has  also  been  drawn  to  the 
"  imperative  necessity "  of  avoiding  the 
use  of  symbols  to  indicate  drachms  and 
ounces.  The  Minister  of  Health'  made  this 
announcement  when  questioned  in  the 
Northern  Ireland  Parliament  recently 
about  a  case  in  which  an  overdose  of 
paraldehyde  was  given  in  a  hospital  fol- 
lowing which  the  patient  died.  The  Nor- 
thern Ireland  House  of  Commons  on  the 
same  day  passed  a  motion  calling  on  the 
Hospitals  Authority  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Authority  to  admit  the  Press  in  the  same 
way  as  the  General  Health  Services  Board. 

Health  Service  in  Northern  Ireland. — 

The  Comptroller  and  Auditor-General  in 
his  report  for  1949-50  states  that  little  pro- 
gress has  been  made  by  the  Northern  Ire- 
land General  Health  Services  Board  in  de- 
veloping the  drug  testing  scheme.    Up  to 
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November  1950,  only  sixteen  tests  had 
been  made.  The  results  of  the  first  six  tests 
were,  after  re-analysis  in  two  cases,  found 
to  be  in  order.  The  report  states  that  the 
averaging  system  of  paying  chemists  was 
continued  in  the  year.  Items  over  10s. 
were  priced  and  paid  in  full.  As  a  result 
of  a  representative  survey  of  claims  carried 
out  by  the  Board  it  was  seen  that  forty- 
eight  per  cent,  of  the  sums  paid  to  chem- 
ists was  for  drugs  or  medicines  and  the 
remaining  fifty-two  per  cent,  for  overhead 
expenses  and  profit.  A  few  chemists,  who 
did  not  elect  to  participate  in  the  pricing 
scheme,  were  paid  the  full  values  of  the 
prescriptions  dispensed  by  them.  The 
Comptroller  and  Auditor-General  ob- 
served that  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  prescriptions  was  for  patent  and  pro- 
prietary preparations,  many  of  which  were 
more  costly  than  the  non-proprietary 
equivalents.  In  addition  to  the  wholesale 
price  plus  33^  per  cent,  allowance  a  chem- 
ist received  a  prescription  fee  of  is.  and  a 
container  fee  of  i^d.  for  each  proprietary 
preparation  supplied.  This  resulted  in  the 
anomaly  that  the  Board  often  paid  more 
for  such  preparations  than  would  a  mem- 
ber of  the  public  buying  across  the  counter. 

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

Drugs  by  Air. — 15,000  kilos  of  penicil- 
lin were  dispatched  from  Britain  to  Milan 
recently  by  chartered  aircraft.  On  the  re- 
turn trip  one  of  the  planes  brought  back 
six  tons  of  Italian  pharmaceutical  products. 

European  Sulphur  Recommendation. — 

The  Council  of  the  Organisation  for  Euro- 
pean Economic  Co-operation  has  recom- 
mended that  increased  efforts  for  the  re- 
cuperation of  sulphur  from  town  and  in- 
dustrial gases  should  be  made. 

International  Scientific  Film  Congress. 
— The  Council  of  the  International  Scien- 
tific Film  Association  is  making  arrange- 
ments for  the  fifth  congress  of  the  associa- 
tion to  be  held  in  the  Hague,  September 
15-22.  Meetings  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittees dealing  with  medical,  research, 
technical  and  industrial  films  and  a  festival 
of  scientific  films  are  being  held. 

Pakistan   Medical  Journal.  —  A  new 

monthly  journal,  "  Medicines,"  devoted  to 
the  medical  services  has  been  launched  by 
Q.  Publications,  38  Zeenat  Mansion,  Mc-

Notable  Anniversary 

May  9  and  10  were  the  dates  fixed  for 
tenth  anniversary  of  the  American 
stitute  of  the  History  of  Pharmacy.  Re- 
rts  will  no  doubt  appear  in  American 
irnals  in  due  course,  and  the  Institute 
I,  I  expect,  issue  its  own  account  of  the 
ent.  The  afternoon  of  May  9  was  al- 
ted  to  a  business  meeting.  On  May  10 
proceedings,  lasting  throughout  the 
y,  consisted  essentially,  though  with  in- 
pvals  for  relaxation,  of  addresses  by  ex- 
frts  on  the  application  of  science  in 
pdicine,  in  chemical  industry,  in  inven- 
ts, in  pharrnaco-botany,  and  in  phar- 
ky.  The  formation  of  this  admirable 
ptitution   took   place   at   a   time  when 


Western  Europe  was  gravely  preoccupied 
by  the  stress  of  the  Second  World  War. 
For  that  reason  its  infancy  passed  almost 
unnoticed  in  the  United  Kingdom.  I  am 
not  sure,  in  fact,  whether  the  circum- 
stances of  the  founding  have  ever  been 
published  here.  In  January  1941  six  men 
met  in  the  pharmacognosy  classroom  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  School  of  Phar- 
macy. They  comprised  the  veteran  Dr. 
Edward  Kremers ;  Dr.  Arthur  H.  Uhl, 
Director  of  the  School ;  Dr.  George  Ur- 
dang,  soon  appointed  Director  of  the  In- 
stitute ;  and  three  other  enthusiasts.  In  the 
following  April  a  constitution  and  a  set  of 
by-laws  were  adopted  by  a  larger  gathering. 
During  the  ten  years  that  have  passed  since 
the  Institute  was  launched,  books  and 
other  publications  of  a  high  standard  of 
scholarship,  written  or  edited  by  Dr. 
Urdang,  have  appeared. 

Example  to  be  Followed 

This  anniversary  has  a  twofold  interest 
for  us.  Not  only  are  we  glad  to  know  that 
this  organisation  is  firmly  established,  but 
we  are  led  to  ask  what  can  be  done  in  the 
same  direction  in  Great  Britain.  My  in- 
formation is  that  a  desire  to  record  phar- 
maceutical history  is  spreading  throughout 
the  world:  it  appears  that,  in  both  hemi- 
spheres, countries  large  and  small  are  as- 
sociating themselves  with  the  movement. 
Your  issue  of  January  28,  1939,  contained 
an  important  letter  from  Dr.  Kremers  on 
the  development  of  studies  in  the  subject. 
After  pointing  out  that  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  has  had  an  his- 
torical section  since  1904,  that  Dr.  Dor- 
veaux  brought  about  the  establishment  of 
the  Societe  d'Histoire  de  la  Pharmacie  in 
France  before  the  First  World  War,  and  that 
Dr.  Urdang  organised  the  Gesellschaft  fuer 
die  Geschichte  der  Pharmacie  in  Germany 
after  that  War,  Dr.  Kremers  touched 
briefly  on  the  results  already  achieved  by 
these  societies.  He  continued  :  "  With  the 
splendid  work  done  by  [Sir  Henry]  Well- 
come in  England,  it  has  been  a  disappoint- 
ment to  those  of  us  in  the  United  States 
who  are  historically  minded  that  the  phar- 
macists of  Great  Britain  have  not  taken 
official  cognisance  of  the  great  import  of 
the  historical  values  of  our  calling."  The 
letter  ended  with  the  hope  that  the  cen- 
tenary of  our  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
1 94 1  would  bring  about  a  realisation  of 
the  same  ideal.

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VERDICT  ON  APOTHECARIES'  UNITS 


That  apothecaries'  and  troy  systems  of 
measurement  should  be  abolished  after  five 
years  and  the  trades  and  professions  at 
present  using  them  should  adopt  in  their 
place  the  metric  system ;  and  that  the 
Government  should  take  steps,  in  concert 
with  the  Commonwealth  and  the  U.S.A., 
to  abolish  the  imperial  system  of  measure- 
ment in  favour  of  the  complete  adoption  of 
the  metric  system  over  a  period  of  about 
twenty  years,  are  two  of  the  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  Committee  on  Weights 
and  Measures  Legislation  in  its  report  pub- 
lished recently. 

The  Committee  was  appointed  in  Octo- 
ber 1948  by  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  "  to  review  the  existing  Weights 
and  Measures  legislation  and  other  legisla- 
tion containing  provisions  affecting  Weights 
and  Measures  and  the  administration 
thereof,  and  to  make  recommendations  for 
bringing  these  into  line  with  present-day 
requirements." 

Dealing  with  the  apothecaries'  system  of 
weights  and  measures  the  report  points 
out  the  possibility  of  confusion  between 
the  units  of  that  and  other  systems. 

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Evidence 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  gave  evi- 
dence that  its  members  must,  in  the  course 
of  their  work,  use  three  systems — the 
avoirdupois ;  the  metric  for  the  newer 
drugs ;  and  the  apothecaries'.  The  Society 
held  that  the  multiplicity  of  units  and 
their  abbreviations,  together  with  the 
absence  of  any  simple  relationships  between 
the  various  systems,  was  a  source  of  incon- 
venience and  that  the  possibility  of  confu- 
sion justified  the  view  that  it  was  in  the 
interests  of  human  life  and  welfare  to  effect 
some  simplification. 

For  many  years  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
Commission  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Soc- 
iety had  advocated  that  the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  professions  should  work  in 
the  metric  system  only,  which,  besides 
bringing  the  advantages  of  uniformity,  was 
pre-eminently  suited  to  the  scientific  nature 
of  their  work  and  was  universally  used  for 
the  more  modern  drugs.  The  Commission 
told  the  Committee  that  a  sudden  abolition 
of  the  apothecaries'  system  would  be  harm- 
ful to  efficiency  but  that  a  change  to  the 
metric  system  spread  over  a  generation 
should  prove  acceptable  to  all  concerned. 
The  Society,  on  the  other  hand,  pointed 
out  that  pharmacists  were  already  experi- 
enced in  working  in  the  metric  system  and 


that  they  almost  invariably  possessed  se 
of  metric  weights  and  measures ;  and 
therefore  maintained  that  a  transitic 
period  of  five  years  should  prove  adequat 
Doctors,  however,  would  need  to  collabo 
ate  in  this  change,  since  to  throw  tl 
entire  responsibility  on  to  pharmacists  f» 
translating  "  apothecaries'  "  prescriptioi 
into  terms  of  metric  weights  and  measur 
might  lead  to  a  less  satisfactory  situatio 

Doctors'  Views 

The  British  Medical  Association  sa: 
that  doctors  probably  favoured  using  tl 
metric  system  but  that,  so  far  as  prescri 
ing  was  concerned,  abolition  of  the  use 
the  apothecaries  system  would  cause  wh; 
would  almost  amount  to  hardship  to  tl 
middle  and  older  generations  of  doctoi 
The  manufacturers  of  pharmaceutical  pr 
ducts  did  not  on  the  whole  express  ar 
"  strong  "  views  on  the  question,  althoud 
some  held  that  the  apothecaries'  syste: 
could  be  abolished  after  a  five  year  warij 
ing  period  and  that  it  would  be  a  desirabj 
step  because  of  greater  simplicity  of  oper; 
tion  throughout  the  trade  and  apprecia 
economies  in  manufacturing. 

Weights   and  measures   law  could  n< 
control  all  the  factors  which  formed  til 
essential  parts  of  a  smooth  and  universal  1 
acceptable  change  to  a  more  rational  syl 
tern  of  weights  and  measures  for  the  media 
cal  and  pharmaceutical  professions,  but  I 
possessed  a  ready  means  of  influencing  til 
change  in  the  direction  of  the  metric  syl 
tern.    Hence,   the  Committee  favoured  I 
transition  period  from  the  apothecaries'  II 
the  metric  system  no  longer  than  was  nejl 
essary  to  ensure  that  sufficient  supplies  <| 
replacement  equipment  were  available,  aril, 
recommended   that,   after  five  years,   tl  I 
following  units  should  no  longer  be  lawfip 
for  use  in  trade: — The  scruple,  drachrj 
apothecaries'    ounce,    minim    and  fluij 
drachm  (i.e.,  all  the  present  apothecarie 
weights  and  measures  with  the  exceptic 
of  grain  weights  and  fluid  ounce  measure 
should   no  longer  be   lawful  for  use  i 
trade ;  and  that  the  hieroglyphic  symbo 
of  abbreviation  contained  in  the  1907  R< 
gulations  should  no  longer  be  recognised  < 
lawful   abbreviations.     The  existing  higl 
standards  of  accuracy  should  continue  V 
be  required  of  all  weighing  and  measuring 
equipment  used  in  pharmacy.

Pharmacists  in  France  were  on  much 
endlier  terms  with  each  other  because

There 
is  general  agreement  on  improving  the 
fttus  of  the  profession,  and  matters  dis- 
■ssed  at  meetings  were  on  professional 
ftes,  such  as  protection  from  illegal  inter- 
ftence  by  unqualified  persons,  publicity  for 
■ucating  the  public  to  the  fact  that  phar- 
|acy  was  a  high  calling,  opposition  against 
pair  taxation,  and  the  maintenance  and

dignity  of  the  profession.  The  rise  in  prices 
and  fees  in  pharmacy  for  the  period 
1949-50  was  4 — 4.5  compared  with  pre- 
war, whereas  in  other  branches  of  the  pro- 
fessional life  of  France  it  was  as  much  as 
10 — 12  —  this  constituted  the  pharmacists' 
biggest  problem. 

In  Bethune,  for  example,  to  open  a  new 
pharmacy  a  pharmacist  would  have  to 
obtain  authority  from  (a)  the  French 
Pharmaceutical  Society;  (b)  the  Syndicate 
of  Chemists;  (c)  the  Prefect  of  the  Depart- 
ment. To  those  bodies  he  must  give  proof 
of  his  qualifications,  a  certificate  from  the 
equivalent  of  our  Justice  of  the  Peace  as 
to  his  moral  character  and  integrity  and 
specify  where  he  wished  to  open  his 
shop,  which  must  be  noteless  than  500 
metres  from  an  existing  business. 

Since  19 10  there  was  only  one  qualifi- 
cation recognised — first-class  pharmacist. 
To  attain  this  a  youth  must  take  the 
equivalent  of  the  British  higher  leaving 
certificate,  have  a  year's  practical  phar- 
macy and  study  for  four  years  at  a  univer- 
sity which  had  a  faculty  of  pharmacy. 
After  finishing  his  studies,  he  might  prac- 
tice if  he  had  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
five.  Pharmaceutical  education  was 
thorough  and  included  mineralogy,  ad- 
vanced zoology,  toxicology,  cryptogamy, 
pharmaceutical  dynamics,  clinical  biology, 
hygiene,  hydraulic  geology  and  micro- 
biology. If  the  student  cared  he  could 
take  a  further  two  years'  course  and  get 
a  diploma  in  biology,  serology  and  optics, 
after  which  only  two  more  years  would 
give  him  a  medical  degree. 

During  the  past  two  years  training 
schools  had  been  set  up  for  assistants  to 
obtain  diplomas,  but  those  did  not  confer 
the  authority  to  open  a  shop.  The  average 
assistant  began  working  in  a  pharmacy  at 
fourteen  to  fifteen  after  passing  his  lower 
leaving  certificate.  He  was  thoroughly 
trained  on  the  practical  side  but  not 
legally  allowed  to  dispense  except  under 
supervision. 

Professional  Atmosphere 

It  was  a  delight  to  enter  a  French  phar- 
macy, where  one  knew  at  once  it  was  not 
a  "  glorified  store."  Most  of  them  had 
consulting  rooms  for  patients  to  be  mea- 
sured for  surgical  appliances  or  for  blood 
tests,  urine  analyses,  etc.  Behind  the  scenes 
were  laboratories  for  analytical  work.  It 
was  common  practice  to  prepare  ampoules 
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and  capsules  against  prescriptions.  He 
could  also  market  his  own  specialities,  but 
before  doing  so  must  get  the  assistance  of 
some  hospital  to  test  out  his  preparation 
before  applying  to  the  Ministry  of  Health' 
for  a  permit.  A  good  French  pharmacy 
only  stocked  pharmaceutical  products 
although  there  was  no  official  restriction. 

Stocks  and  Prices 

The  average  stock  carried  by  French 
chemists  in  towns  (such  as  St.  Quentin  or 
Bethune)  was  approximately  £5,000,  and 
most  of  their  products  and  dressings  were 
lower  priced  than  in  Britain.  A  proprietor 
had  to  sell  proprietaries  at  their  face  value 
and  was  liable  to  a  heavy  penalty  if  he 
charged  more.  A  repetition  of  undercut- 
ting prices  for  dispensing  involved  depriva- 
tion of  his  authority  to  practice.  Private 
prescribing  was  illegal  but  was  engaged 
in  and  not  abused  in  the  sense  that  only 
the  milder  maladies  were  considered. 
Some  prescriptions  were  paid  for  by  the 
State  or  some  organisation.  Free  medical 
attendance  and  drugs  were  supplied  to  old 
and  infirm  people,  disabled  and  retired  or 
discharged  soldiers,  and  for  those  incapaci- 
tated by  their  work.  Big  industrial  con- 
cerns, mines,  etc.,  ran  their  own  health 
schemes  and  paid  the  chemist  according 
to  the  prices  laid  down  by  the  State  price 
list. 

The  official  price  list  listed  various  fees. 
Extra  remuneration  was  allowed  for  the 
dispensing  of  dangerous  drugs,  etc.  There 
were  no  multiple  chemists  in  France.  A 
chemist  could  have  only  one  shop,  in  fact 
chemist-partners  could  only  own  one  shop. 
Go-operative  societies  existed  in  France  but 
only  supplied  drugs  wholesale  to  private 
chemists. 

Qualified  Staff 

Where  the  turnover  exceeded  6,000,000 
frs.  the  law  stipulated  that  the  pharmacist 
must  employ  at  least  one  other  qualified 
chemist  for  every  succeeding  6,000,000  frs. 
turnover.  The  dispensing  fees  for  mixtures 
were  similar  to  British  fees. 

A  qualified  assistant  received  approxi- 
mately £400  per  year,  plus  lodging,  heat- 
ing and  lighting  and  various  insurances. 
Every  insured  person  in  France  paid  6  per 
cent,  of  his  salary  and  the  employer 
paid  10  per  cent,  of  the  salary,  5  per  cent, 
in  taxes  on  the  salary  plus  another  16  per 
cent,  of  the  paid  salary  for  family  allow- 
ances. This  made  it  difficult  where  the 
business  ran  near  the  6,000,000  frs.  mark.

semi-automatic  and  have  the  advantage, 
therefore,  of  not  requiring  a  skilled  worker 
to  attend  to  them.  The  labelling  machine 
is  supervised  by  one  worker  and  deals  with 
1,500  packs  an  hour.  It  may  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  a  second  machine,  simi- 
larly supervised,  for  stacking  the  products. 
Zalkin  filling  machines  are  available  hand- 
ling any  volume  of  container  up  to  300 
cu.  metres.  The  amount  delivered  is  con- 
trolled by  a  pump  which  delivers  the  liquid 
charge  to  the  last  drop.

The  implications  of  the  abolition  of  the 
apothecaries'  system  require  much  thought 
and  discussion.  The  statement  of  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  report 
in  Parliament  should  allay  many  fears  that 
hasty  Governmental  action  is  likely  or  even 
contemplated. 

Pallets  as  Freight 

The  method  of  mechanical  handling  of 
goods  in  factories  known  as  "  palletisa- 
tion "  has  found  favour  in  many  chemical 
and  similar  works,  but  it  comes  up  against 
an  economic  barrier  when  pallets  from  one 
factory  of  a  company  have  to  be  transferred 
to  another — a  problem  likely  to  arise  with 
growing  frequency  when  manufacturers 
seeking  licences  to  extend  are  directed  to 
other  areas. 

Palletisation  may  be  briefly  defined  as  the 
use  of  pallets,  containers  or  stillages  on 
which  the  bulk  material  to  be  moved  is 
placed,  the  pallets  being  transferred  from 
one  place  to  another,  usually  by  fork-lift- 
ing trucks.   Hitherto  palletisation  has  been 
restricted   principally   to   internal  factory 
movement.    For  this  purpose  the  method 
is  ideal.  Its  application  to  distribution  out- 
side the  factory  is,  of  course,  more  limited. 
Nevertheless  there  is  scope  for  its  extension 
to  inter-factory  transport  if  certain  obstacles 
of  cost  can  be  overcome.    The  advantage 
of  palletisation  is  that  it  effects  economies 
in  man-power  and  labour  costs,  enables 
greater    use    to    be   made   of  warehouse 
accommodation,    and    frequently  enables 
operations  to  be  carried  out  in  much  re- 
duced areas.    A  feature  of  palletisation  is 
that  the  unit  of  movement,  instead  of  being 
the  single  case  of  barrel,  becomes  a  number 
of  cases  or  barrels.  Because  of  the  reduced 
handling  of  individual  packages,  the  sys- 
tem also  enables  packages  of  lower  strength 
(and  hence  lower  cost)  to  be  used.  The 
two  main  classes  of  pallets  in  use  are  per- 
manent (usually  of  timber,  but  sometimes 
of  steel  or  aluminium)  and  "expendable  " 
(usually  of  corrugated  paper  or  fibreboard 
and  designed  for  a  single  journey). 

One  obstacle  to  the  extension  of  pallet- 
isation beyond  factory  and  warehouse  con- 
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fines  is  the  present  lack  of  uniformity  in 
size  of  pallets.  Considerable  research  is 
being  conducted  into  this  matter,  and 
British  Railways  have  indicated  that  the 
most  suitable  size  of  pallet  for  general  use 
would  be  40  x  40  in.,  permitting  two  rows 
of  five  pallets  in  an  ordinary  rail  wagon 
with  convenient  loading  of  the  middle 
pallet  through  the  door  space.  An  alterna- 
tive of  40  x  32  in.,  with  a  four- way  entry, 
would  allow  of  two  rows  of  six  pallets,  but 
British  Railways  consider  the  second  type 
to  be  less  suitable  for  loading  and  unload- 
ing. The  economic  obstacle  to  widened 
use  is  the  fact  that  no  reduction  in  rail 
freight  charges  is  allowed,  and  the  trade 
thus  pays  freight  both  on  the  goods  and  on 
the  additional  weight  of  the  pallets. 

The  practicability  of  using  the  national- 
ised road  services  for  palleted  traffc  is  also 
of  interest,  and  the  whole  subject  of  pallet- 
isation is  understood  to  be  under  active 
consideration  by  British  Road  Services. 
Here  again  any  extension  of  its  use  is 
dependent  on  a  greater  standardisation  in 
pallet  dimensions  and  construction. 

One  of  the  conclusions  of  the  Anglo- 
American  Council  on  Productivity  team 
appointed  to  study  and  report  on  materials 
handling  in  industry  in  the  United  States 
was  that  improved  methods  of  handling 
offer  greater  opportunity  to  cut  production 
costs  and  increase  productivity  than  any 
other  single  factor.  High  rates  of  pay  and 
the  non-availability  of  "  cheap "  labour 
are  also  having  the  effect  of  accelerating 
mechanisation  in  materials  handling.  In- 
creased adoption  of  palleting  methods  may 
therefore  compel  a  reconsideration  of  the 
basis  of  freight  charges  by  public  transport 
where  there  is  no  sign  of  yielding. 

"  Country  of   Origin  99

DERIVED  ANTIBIOTIC 

Correspondent 

Chemically,  terramycin  is  amphoteric 
and  forms  the  crystalline  hydrochloride  and 
sodium  salt.  Crystalline  terramycin  (it 
crystallises  in  several  forms,  depending  on 
the  procedure  used)  has  a  melting  point  of 
approximately  1850  C.  and  is  soluble  in 
methyl  and  ethyl  alcohols,  acetone  and 
propylene  glycol,  and  in  water  to  the  ex- 
tent of  0.25  mgm.  per  mil  at  25°  C,  but 
is  insoluble  in  ether  and  petroleum  ether. 
It  is  stable  over  long  periods  in  aqueous 
solutions  at  about  pH  2.0  to  5.0  at  room 
temperature.  Since  the  neutral  base  is 
only  slightly  soluble  in  aqueous  fluids,  the 
readily  soluble  hydrochloride  is  the  form 
of  choice  for  most  purposes.  In  that  form 
the  antibiotic  is  readily  absorbed,  giving 
rise  rapidly  to  effective  blood  levels  which 
may  be  maintained  continuously  by  oral 
administration  at  six-hour  intervals.  Terra- 
mycin is  transferred  promptly  from  the 
blood  to  the  other  tissues  of  the  body. 

Pharmacology 

Pharmacologically,  terramycin  is  a  rela- 
tively non-toxic  antibiotic  when  ad- 
ministered orally.  No  toxicity  was  observed 
in  dogs  receiving  sodium  terramycin  or 
terramycin  hydrochloride  in  doses  as  high 
as  0.16  gm./kilo  body  weight  per  day,  by 
either  the  parenteral  or  the  oral  route.  No 
damage  to  the  liver  or  kidneys,  or  renal 
or  hepatic  function,  has  been  observed 
under  those  conditions.  Daily  intramuscu- 
lar or  oral  dosage  of  terramycin  at  levels 
of  40  to  80  mgm. /kilo  per  day,  over  a 
period  of  seven  weeks,  produced  no  neuro- 
toxicity in  cats.  In  a  small  percentage  of 
patients  receiving  treatment,  the  only  un- 
toward side  effects  attributable  to  terra- 
mycin were  symptoms  of  gastrointestinal 
irritation.  They  seemed  less  severe  than 
those  seen  after  the  administration  of 
aureomycin.  Reactions  have  not  been  ob- 
served when  dosage  has  been  restricted  to 
1  or  2  gm.  per  day.  To  date,  no  serious 
allergic  reactions  have  been  noted.  Mild 
reactions  and  those  responding  to  usual 
treatment  of  such  conditions  are  not  con- 
traindications to  further  administration  of 
terramycin.  Occasionally,  glossitis,  with 
and  without  lesions,  may  occur.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  terramycin,  when  adminis- 
tered orally,  suppresses  growth  of  bacteria 
in  the  intestine,  it  may  be  advisable  to 
administer  a  vitamin-B  complex  supple- 
ment to  all  patients  receiving  the  antibio- 
tic orally  over  prolonged  periods  of  time. 
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Terramycin  being  packaged  on  a  stainless  steel  revolving  table  in  an  atmosphere  of  sterilised  and  filtered

In  the  relatively  short  period  since  its 
introduction,  clinical  reports  covering  a 
wide  variety  of  infections  have  already 
established  terramycin  as  a  versatile  and 
valuable  therapeutic  tool.  The  range  of 
the  antibiotic's  effectiveness  is  suggested  by 
the  following  list :  The  pneumonias — 
pneumococcic,  mixed  bacterial,  and  viral 
(primary  a  typical  pneumonia) ;  urinary 
tract  infections  due  to  many  organisms; 
venereal  diseases;  virus-like  as  well  as  bac- 
terial bacteremias  of  various  origins; 
streptococcal  infections,  for  example,  ery- 
sipelas and  upper  respiratory  tract  diseases; 
bacillary  infections  such'  as  brucellosis; 
amcebiasis ;  rickettsial  infections — typhus, 
rickettsia  pox.  Thus,  terramycin  is  effective 
in  treating  acute  bronchitis,  pharyngitis, 
sinusitis,  whooping  cough,  peritonitis, 
tonsillitis,  septic  sore  throat,  scarlet  fever, 
meningitis,  impetigo,  syphilis,  gonorrhoea, 
undulant  fever,  tularaemiaj  plague,  yaws, 
Vincent's  infection,  Q  fever,  Rocky  Moun- 
tain spotted  fever,  and  a  number  of  others. 
The  full  therapeutic  value  of  terramycin 
is  still  unknown.  From  Cairo,  Egypt,  a  Uni- 
ted States  Naval  medical  research  unit  has 


reported  dramatic  results  in  the  use 
terramycin  against  epidemic  typhus  fe\| 
and  acute  amoebic  dysentery.  Experimenf 
studies  in  animals  indicate  that  terramycl 
may  possess  tuberculostatic  activity.  TenI 
mycin  has  growth  promoting  properties.

Ineffective  by  Mouth 

Curare  was  almost  ineffective  when  ad- 
ministered orally,  but  very  large  doses 
caused  muscular  weakness.  It  was  ineffec- 
tive subcutaneously  and  was  usually  ad- 
ministered by  intravenous  or  intramuscu- 
lar injection.  The  most  rapid  and  con- 
trollable effect  was  obtained  by  intrave- 
nous injection.  Relaxation  was  obtained 
either  by  an  intravenous  drip  or  by  repea- 
ted injections  at  intervals.  The  dose  varied 
with  the  size  and  age  of  the  patient,  the 
very  young  and  the  very  old  being  par- 
ticularly susceptible.  Unfortunately  the 
difference  between  the  dose  that  gave  ade- 
quate abdominal  relaxation,  and  that  which 
caused  paralysis  of  the  respiratory  muscles 
was  very  small. 

Mr.  Jack  said  that  the  most  noticeable 
effect  following  the  injection  of  curare  was 
paralysis  of  the  voluntary  muscles.  The 
cause  of  death  in  overdosage  was  asphyxia 
due  to  paralysis  of  the  respiratory  muscles. 
However,  if  the  animal  was  kept  alive 
by  means  of.  artificial  respiration,  other 
effects  became  apparent. 

It  was  now  established  that  nerve 
impulses  caused  liberation  of  acetyl-cho- 
line in  the  end-plate  (terminals  of  motor 
nerve  fibres)  followed  by  contraction  of  the 
muscle.  Disturbances  of  electrical  poten- 
tial accompanied  the  liberation  of  acetyl- 
choline (end-plate  potentials).  It  was  a 
matter  of  controversy  whether  excitation 
of  muscle  fibres  was  a  chemical  or  an  elec- 
trical phenomenon. 

The  humoral  theory  held  that  the 
mechanism  initiating  contraction  was  a  re- 
action between  acetyl-choline  and  cell  re- 
ceptors in  the  muscle  fibres.  Having  pro- 
duced its  effect,  acetyl-choline  was 
quickly  inactivated  by  hydrolysis  to  form 
choline  and  acetic  acid. 

The  electrical  theory  held-  that  the 
muscle  fibres  were  activated  only  when  the 
end-plate  potential,  which  was  caused  by 
depolarisation  in  the  end-plate,  attained 
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a  critical  value.  If  the  depolarisation  was 
caused  by  movement  of  acetyl-choline  ions 
or  by  combination  of  acetyl-choline  and 
the  cell  receptors,  the  theories  become 
very  similar.  The  humoral  theory  pro- 
vided a  rational  explanation  of  the  mode 
of  action  of  many  drugs  and  had  been  a 
useful  tool  in  research  leading  to  the  dis- 
covery of  new  synthetic  drugs.  Curare  did 
not  prevent  liberation  of  acetyl-choline  at 
the  nerve  endings  in  voluntary  muscle.  It 
was  supposed  that  curare  acted  by  prevent- 
ing the  reaction  between  acetyl-choline 
and  the  cell  receptors.  This  would  occur 
if  the  active  constituents  of  curare  com- 
bined with  the  receptors  which  normally 
react  with  acetyl-choline.  The  chief  active 
constituent  of  most  curares  was  d-tubo- 
curarine  chloride  and  consideration  of  the 
chemical  structures  of  this  substance  and 
acetyl-choline  lends  force  to  the  idea.  Both 
were   quaternary   ammonium  compounds. 

Use  of  Neostigmine 

Usually  it  was  found  that  neostigmine 
which  temporarily  inactivated  cholines- 
terase  hastened  recovery  from  curarisa- 
tion.  If,  however,  a  large  dose  of  curare 
were  given,  the  concentration  of  acetyl- 
choline required  to  compete  effectively  for 
the  cell  receptors  was  high  enough  to 
exert  a  curare-like  action.  Neostigmine, 
therefore,  was  not  an  effective  antidote  for 
large  overdoses  of  curare. 

Curare  blocked  transmission  of  impulses 
in  autonomic  ganglia  but  the  concentra- 
tion required  was  greater  than  that  which 
caused  complete  paralysis  of  voluntary 
muscles.  There  was  conflicting  evidence 
concerning  its  ability  to  cause  anaesthesia. 
It  was  probable  that  curare  did  not  act 
directly  on  bronchial  muscle  but  acted 
by  liberating  histamine,  which  was  known 
to  cause  bronchospasm,  from  the  tissues. 
Because  of  the  possibility  of  bronchospasm, 
artificial  respiration  in  curare  poisoning 
should,  if  possible,  be  of  the  positive  pres- 
sure type.  Adrenaline  or  atropine  could 
relieve  the  spasm. 

The  following  groups  of  substances 
show  true  curariform  activity:  (i)  Most 
quaternary  ammonium  compounds.  Di- 
methyl-rf-tubocurarine  chloride,  decame- 
thonium  iodide  or  bromide  and  Flaxedil 
were  important  synthetic  curariform 
drugs.  Tetraethylammonium  iodide  and 
pentamethonium  iodide,  however,  were 
poor  muscle  relaxants  but  were  very 
potent  ganglionic  blocking  agents.

Purchase  Tax  Ethics 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  April  28,  1951, 
p.  527,  the  Chancellor  was  asked  how  he 
proposed  to  refund  to  retailers  the  pur- 
chase tax  paid  on  stock  now  exempt  from 
tax.  His  reply  was :  "  I  do  not  propose  to 
do  so !  "  Is  it  not  time,  Mr.  Editor,  that 
the  Treasury  was  told  that  it  is,  in  plain 
English,  dishonest  to  expect  retailers  to 
lose  the  tax.  It  is  not  even  as  if  the 
refund  were  difficult.  All  that  is  necessary 
is  for  the  retailers  to  give  to  their  suppliers 
a  list  of  their  stock  on  which  tax  has  been 
paid.  The  suppliers  then  forward  the  lists 
to  the  Department  to  which  the  tax  was 
paid.  As  simple  as  A. B.C.  I  challenge 
the  Treasury  to  deny  the  practicability  of 
this  plan.

Advertised  Proprietaries  Under 
Alternative  Names 

Sir, — Chemist  contractors  may  not  gen- 
erally be  aware  of  the  latest  development 
in  the  marketing  of  proprietary  prepara- 
tions to  enable  them  to  be  prescribed  un- 
der the  National  Health  Service.  Two 
manufacturers  of  products  "  banned  "  by 
the  "  public  advertising  "  convention  have 
produced  similar  preparations,  in  dispens- 
ing packs  only,  •  each  under  a  different 
brand  name.  That  action  will  obviously 
invite  Ministerial  attention,  and  the  out- 
come cannot  be  foreseen.  Apart  entirely 
from  that  consideration,  however,  the  new 
move  means  duplicate  stocking,  plus  wast- 
age. Thus,  if  A  and  B  are  identical,  A 
being  supplied  in  packs  of  twenty,  fifty 
and  100  tablets,  taxed,  and  B  in  packs 
of  500,  tax-free,  presumably  a  chemist  who 
receives  a  script  for  thirty  B  must  purchase 
500,  and  is  entitled  to  claim  for  500  (un- 
less repeated,  etc.).  I  would  suggest  that 
determined  action  by  both  the  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  professions  is  needed, 
because  if  the  practice  become  widely  es- 
tablished it  may  well  be  that  the  partial 
freedoms  left  in  this  field  will  disappear.

The  Chemistry  of  Organic  Medicinal 
Products. — Glenn  L.  Jenkins  and  Walter 
H.  Hartung.  9  x  6  in.  Pp.  745.  60s. 
Chapman  &  Hall,  Ltd.,  37  Essex  Street, 
London,  W.G.2  In  its  third  edition,  this 
work  has  been  revised  to  include  such 
recent  medicinal  preparations  as  strepto- 
mycin and  vitamin  Bi2.  There  are  also 
sections  on  antibiotics,  amino  acids, 
antihistamine  preparations,  synthetic 
antimalarials  and  sulphonamide  com- 
pounds. Notable  omissions  are  aureo- 
mycin  and  terramycin  from  the  anti- 
biotics, chlorcyclizine  from  the  antihist- 
amines, and  the  various  methonium  com- 
pounds. The  trade  names  of  the  com- 
pounds given  are  mainly  those  which  are 
in  current  use  in  the  United  States. 

German-English  Dictionary  for  Chem- 
ists.— A.  M.  Patterson.  Third  edition. 
7  x  5  in.  Pp.  541.  John  Wiley  &  Sons, 
Inc.,  New  York  (London :  Chapman  & 
Hall,  Ltd.).  Intended  primarily  for  chemists 
and  chemical  engineers,  to  whom  a  know- 
ledge of  German  may  be  indispensable,  the 
book  includes  not  only  their  specialised 
vocabulary  and  terms  from  related  fields 
of  science  (physics,  biology)  but  a  general 
vocabulary  which  is  claimed  "  superior  to 
many  pocket  dictionaries."  Where 
"  general  "  words  have  a  special  chemical 
meaning,  that  is  given  first.  Old  and  new 
forms  are  given  where  both  are  in  use. 
A  six-page  introduction  gives  information 
and  advice  helpful  to  users  who  seek  an 
interpretation  of  a  German  term  without 
a  knowledge  of  the  language. 

The  Tale  of  the  Tub. — Geoffrey  Ashe. 
Drawings  by  Sprod.  9  x  7  in.  Pp.  64.  6s. 
Newman,  Neame,  Ltd.,  London,  W.C.2, 
for  the  County  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bir- 
mingham. The  subtitle,  "The  Art  of  Bath- 
ing through  the  Ages,"  hardly  suggests 
how  much  of  geography,  as  well  as  history, 
is  covered  by  the  factually  informative  text 
and  entirely  fails  to  indicate  the  wit  of 
the  illustrations.

EMPLOYEES  DISCUSS  AWARD 

A  meeting  of  retail  pharmacy  employees, 
called  to  discuss  the  recent  Industrial 
Court  Award,  was  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Em- 
ployees in  London  recently.  Mr.  F.  H. 
Connelly,  M.P.S.  (chairman,  trade  union 
side,  National  Joint  Industrial  Council  for 
Retail  Pharmacy,  and  of  the  London  Ad- 
visory Committee  of  the  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees),  who  presided, 
said  that  the  award  represented  the  grea- 
test improvement  ever  secured  for  the 
employees,  and  praised  the  work  put  in  by 
Mr.  J.  D.  Hiscock  as  leader  of  the  trade 
union  side. 

Mr.  Hiscock  said  that  it  had  been  of 
great  assistance  to  the  A.P.E.  to  have  the 
backing  of  the  sixth  largest  trade  union  in 
Britain.  Of  the  many  employee  organisa- 
tions that  had  developed  in  pharmacy,  the 
A.P.E.,  he  said,  was  the  only  one  that 
had  stayed  the  course.  Whilst  the  Indus- 
trial Court  Award  did  not  represent 
everything  for  which  the  union  was  striv- 
ing, there  was  no  doubt  that  it  represented 
a  basis  on  which  pharmacy  employees 
could  build. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Benjamin,  M.P.S.  (chairman 
of  the  National  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
A.P.E.),  said  that  the  new  Award  rates 
were  in  effect  guaranteed  by  the  "  fair 
wages"  clause  which  the  A.P.E.  had 
secured  in  the  chemist's  contract  of  ser- 
vice. The  trade  union  side's  case  had  been 
based  entirely  on  the  professional  role  of 
the  pharmacist,  whereas  the  employers  had 
told  the  Industrial  Court  that  the  phar- 
macist's qualification  should  not  in  itself 
entitle  him  to  a  certain  rate  of  pay :  pay- 
ment should  depend  on  personal  charac- 
teristics and  commercial  ability.  The 
Award  served  to  show  how  much  more 
could  be  achieved  in  the  future  with  a 
greater  degree  of  organisation.

Pharmacists  in  the  Forces 

A  letter  was  read  from  a  pharmacist 
officer  in  the  Defence  Forces  pointing  out 
that,  although  they  held  a  Captain's  ap- 
pointment in  the  Medical  Corps,  pharma- 
cist officers  were  only  given  a  Lieutenant's 
rank  and  pay.  In  addition  the  extra  al- 
lowance given  for  their  qualification  was 
much  below  that  given  to  other  professions 
in  the  Army.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  a 
new  appointment  was  due  to  be  made  the 
officer  asked  that  the  whole  matter  should 
be  raised  with  the  Army  authorities.  The 
Council  agreed  to  raise  a  promotion  issue 
with  the  Department  of  Defence. 

At  the  close  of  the  business  on  the 
agenda  Mr.  McKane  said  local  associa- 
tions throughout  the  country  had  been 
asked  to  put  forward  their  views  and  sug- 
gestions on  the  Mother  and  Child  Health 
Scheme.  The  Mayo  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, which  was  a  subsidiary  of  the 
West  of  Ireland  Chemists'  Association,  had 
formulated  a  number  of  suggestions,  which 
he  was  asked  to  present  to  the  Council. 
Among  other  items  they  urged  that  the 
scheme  should  be  implemented  through  re- 
tail pharmacies,  and  that  people  be  free  to 
go  to  any  pharmacy  of  their  choice.

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LONDON  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 


The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Lon- 
don Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  on 
April  26,  Sir  Frank  Nixon,  K.C.M.G., 
C.B.  (president)  in  the  chair,  suppor- 
ted by  Mr.  C.  Douglas  Scriven  (chairman 
of  the  council)  and  officers  of  the  Chamber. 

In  proposing  the  adoption  of  the  annual 
report  and  accounts,  Sir  Frank  Nixon  said 
that  the  chief  of  the  functions  of  the 
Chamber  was  the  maintenance  of  the 
pound  sterling.  The  pound  was  still  beset 
with  many  difficulties,  some  old  and  some 
new,  but  they  could  still  subscribe  to  the 
words  with  which  he  had  concluded  his 
remarks  in  1950:  "  We  can  be  quietly  con- 
fident that,  as  the  disturbances  of  today 
settle  down,  London  will  once  more  pro- 
vide the  world  with  its  great  international 
currency."  Today  the  greatest  commercial 
anxieties  centred  round  the  questions  of 
the  production  and  distribution  of  raw 
materials.  There  was  no  city  in  the  world 
which  could  compare  with  London  in  its 
knowledge  of  the  factors  concerned  and 
he  had  learned  much  from  some  of  the 
leaders  in  the  commodity  markets. 

Raw  Materials  Problems 

The  urgency  and  importance  of  the 
problems  of  raw  materials  supply  had 
come  upon  most  of  them  rather  suddenly. 
The  improvement  in  resources,  largely 
due  as  it  was  to  the  export  at  rising  prices 
of  great  quantities  of  raw  materials  to  the 
U.S.A.  and  other  countries,  seemed  to  have 
blinded  the  eyes,  not  only  of  the  Govern- 
ment, but  of  many  observers,  to  the  great 
changes  that  were  taking  place  in  the 
business  of  dealing  in  commodities.  And 
when  the  gravity  of  those  difficulties  was 
properly  appreciated,  there  remained,  for 
a  long  time,  a  tendency  to  regard  them 
as  temporary  problems,  created  mainly 
by  American  and  other  stockpiling,  and 
to  assume  that  when  these  accumula- 
tions had  been  completed,  supplies  would 
be-  more  abundant  and  prices,  if  not 
lower,  would  evolve  on  more  orderly 
lines.  That  view,  however,  was  not 
correct.  It  was  evident  that  the  building 
up  of  stocks,  over  a  fairly  short  period, 
by  various  Governments,  had  accentuated 
scarcities  and  pushed  up  prices.  It  was 
clear,  too,  that  the  actions  and  reactions 
of  U.S.  traders,  as  the  biggest  buyers,  had 
contributed  greatly  to  the  sharpness  of 
market  fluctuations  and  that  the  interven- 


tions of  governments  had  confused 
situation.  But  behind  all  those  large  \ 
tions  there  was  a  steady  change  ir. 
position  of  the  main  commodities.  Nc 
demand  was  steadily  overhauling 
sometimes  outstripping  supply.  The  si 
and  considerable  growth  in  the  w< 
population;  the  great  and  continued  1 
lopment  of  their  own  industries  by  < 
tries  that  had  been,  until  recently,  a 
exclusively  agricultural;  the  constan 
crease  in  the  great  industrial  countr 
mechanisation  and  elaboration  of  ii 
trial  processes ;  the  steady  augmentati 
the  productivity  of  most  of  the  indu 
countries;  above  all,  the  phenomena 
crease  in  U.S.  industry — all  dema 
more  and  more  raw  materials  and  v 
persist  when  stockpiling  and  rearma 
were  completed. 

Limits  of  Conquest

points,  and  that  the  abundant  supp 
raw  materials  which  grew  up  all  ove 
world  during  the  19th  century,  main 
response  to  British  initiative,  could  nc 
ger  be  relied  upon.

Swedish  Penicillin  Import  Duty. — The

Italian     Olive     Oil     Production. — The

In  most  markets  trading  has  been  rather 
quiet  though  there  has  been  no  relaxation 
of  the  demand  for  many  Pharmaceutical 
and  Fine  Chemicals  now  undergoing  a 
limitation  of  output  owing  to  shortages  of 
raw  materials.  Figures  issued  by  the 
National  Sulphuric  Acid  Association  show 
that  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  year 
output  of  acid  was  391,102  tons  (repre- 
senting 77.3  per  cent,  of  total  capacity  of 
installed  plant)  compared  with  449,085 
tons  (94.2  per  cent.)  in  the  same  quarter 
of  1950.  Out  of  a  total  of  403,584  tons 
of  sulphuric  acid  consumed  last  quarter, 
2,872  tons  were  used  in  the  production  of 
"  drugs  and  fine  chemicals,"  against 
461,094  tons  and  2.862  tons  in  January- 
March  1950.  Price  changes  in  pharmaceu- 
tical products  during  the  past  few  days 
have  included  Magnesium  oxide  (light) 
and  Magnesium  carbonate  (light)  ;  the 
former  has  advanced  by  3d.  per  lb.  and  the 
carbonate  by  9s.  per  cwt.  The  increases  in 
Caffeine  and  Theobromine  prices  are  ex- 
pected to  become  general. 

Activity  in  Crude  Drugs  prior  to  the 
Whitsun  holiday  was  not  very  substantial 
and  on  reopening  the  market  has  been 
quiet.  In  Seeds,  Dutch  Caraway  have 
been  easier  with  sellers  quoting  200s.  per 
cwt.,  duty  paid,  for  supplies  in  London. 
There  has  been  very  little  interest  in  spot 
parcels  of  Coriander,  though  Morocco  new 
crop  for  June-July  shipment  is  firmer  and 
sellers  are  now  quoting  100-105s.  per  cwt., 
c.i.f.  basis  London.  African  Ginger  on 
the  spot  advanced  to  295s.  per  cwt.,  but 
has  now  declined  again  to  285s.
